An AR for the Unifirmity of Common Prayer, and 
Adminiftration of the $uer1 ments 3 the which was repealed 
and taken away by A& of Parliament, in” the firſt year of 
the: Reign of our late Sovereign Lady Queen Mary, to the 
great decay of the due honour of God, and diſcomfort 
ts the Profeſſors of the truth of Chriſts' Religion : 

Be it rherefore Enacted by the Anthority of this preſent 
Parliament ,; That the ſaid Statute of Repeal, and every 
thing: cherein contained , onely concerning the ſaid Book 
and the Service , Adminiſtration. of Sacraments, Rites an 
Ceremonies contained or appoimed, in or by the ſaid 
Book, ſhall be void and of none <ffe@, 'from and after the 
Feaſt of the Nativity of Saint Fobx Bapiiſt next coming : 
" and that the ſaid ' Book, with! the order of Service, and 
of the adminiftration of Sacraments, Rites and Ceremo- 
ries, with the alteration and addirions therein added and 
appointed by this 8ratare, {ſhall ſtand, and be, from, and 
afrer the ſaid Feaſt of the Narivity of Saint Fobn Baptiſt, in 
full force and effeR, according to the teyour and effe& of 
this Starute : Any thing inthe aforefaid Statute of Repeal 


tothe contrary not withſtanding. 
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And further be it Enacted by the Queens Highneſs, 
with the aſſent of the Lords and Commons in thus pre- 
ſent "Parliament aſſembled, and” by Authority "of the 
lame, That all, and ſingular Miniſters in any* Cathedral, 
or Pariſh-Church, or other place within this Realm of 
England, Wales, ar6 the Marches of the. ſame, or 
other the Queens Dominions , ſhall from and afrer the 
Feaſt of the Nativity of Saint Fobn Baptiſt next coming, 
be bounden to fay and uſe the  Mattens, Evenſong,, 
Celebration of the Lords Supper , and Adminiſtration 
of each of the Sacraments, and all their Common and 
open Prayer, in ſuch order and form as is mentioned in 
the ſaid Book, ſo Authorized by Parliament in the 
ſaid fifth and fixth year of the, Reign of King Edward 
the Sixth ; with one alteration or addition of cer- 
tain Leſſons to be uſed on- every Sunday in the year, 
and the form of the Litany , alrered, and correted, and 
two.ſentences onely added in the delivery of the Sacra- 
ment to the Communicants, and none other, or other- 
wiſe : and, That if any manner of Parſon, -Vicar, or 
other whatſoever Miniſter , that ought or ſhould fivg , 
or ſay Common Prayer mentioned in the faid Book, ) 
or minifter the Sacraments, from, and after the 
Feaſt of the Nativity of Saint Fohn Baptiſt next coming, 
| xefuſe to uſe the ſaid Common Prayers, or to miniſter 
| the Sacraments in ſuch Cathedral, or Pariſh- Church , 
| -or other places, as he ſhould uſe to miniſter the ſame, in 

ſuch order and form, as they be mentioned, and ſet forth. 
| in the ſaid Book, or ſhall wilfully, or obſtinarely ſtanding 
| in the ſame, uſe any other Rue, Ceremony , Order , 
Form, or manner of celebrmting of the Lords Supper open- 
ly, or privily, or Mattens, Evenſong , Adminiſtration of 
the Sacraments, or other open Prayers, then is men- 
tionec, aud et forth in the ſaid Book [ Open Prayer in, and 
throughout this AR, is meant that Prayer, which is for 
#ther to come anto, or hear, either in Common Churches s Or 
private Chappels or Oratories, commgnly called the Service of 
i the Church] or ſhall Preach, declare, or ſpeak any thing 
j in _ derogation, or C—_—_ of the ſaid Book, or 
| any thing therein contained, or of any part thereof. a 
ſhall be thereof lawfully convicted, according ro the —_ 
of this Realm , by verdit of twelye men, or by his own 
e«nfeffion,or by the notorious evidence of the fa& ; he ſhall 
loſe and forfeit to the Queens Highneſs, Her Heirs and 
Succeffors, for his firſt offence , the profit of all his 
| Spiritual Benefices , or .Promotions, coming, or ariſfin 
| in one whole year next after this conyition ; And al 
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that the perſon ſo convifed ſhall for the ſame offence 
ſuffer impriſonment by the ſpace of ſix monechs, with- 
our Bail or Mainpriſe z And if any ſuch perſon 
once convit of any offence concerning the Premiſes, 
ſhall after his firſt convi&ion, eftſoons offend, and be 
thereof in form aforeſaid lawfully convi& ; That then 
the ſame perſon ſhall for his ſecond offence fuffer 1m- 
priſonment by the ſpace of one whole year, and alſo 
ſhalt therefore be deprived ipſo fats of all his Spiritu- 
al Promotions : and, That it ſhall be Lawful to all 
Patrons, or Donors of all and ſingular the ſame Spi- 
ritual Promotions, or of any of them, to preſent, op 
collare to the ſame, as though the perſon and perſons (6 
offending were dead : and, That if any ſuch perſon or 
perſons, after he ſhall be twice convicted in form a+ 
foreſaid, ſhall offend againſt any of the premiſes the 
third time, and ſhall be thereof, in form aforeſaid, 
Lawfully convited 5; That then the perſon ſo offend- 
ing, and convieed the third time, ſhall be deprived ip/ſs 
Fa#o of all his Spiritual Promotions, and alſo ſhall 
ſuffer impriſonment during his life : And if the perſon 
"thac ſhall offend, and be convi& in form aforeſaid, con- 
ecrning any of rhe premiſes, ſhall not be Beneficed,” nor 
have any Spiritual Promotion ; That then the ſame 
—o_ ſo offending, and conviR, ſhall for the firſt offence, 
uffer impriſonment during one whole year next after bis 
ſaid convition, without Bail or Mainpriſe : And if 
any ſuch perſun not having any Spiritual Promotion, 
after his firſt conviction , ſhall efrſoons offend in any 
thing concerning the premiſes, and ſhall in form afore- 
ſaidbe thereof lawfully conyicet : That then the ſame 
perſon ſhall for his ſecond offence fuffer impriſonment 
during his life. 

And it is Ordained, and EnaRed by the Authority a» 
foreſaid , That if any perſon or perſons whatſoever, 
after the ſaid Feaſt of the Nativity of St. Fobn Baptiſt:

Pcayer , or to miniſter any Sacrament otherwiſe, or 
in any, other, manner. and __ » then is mentioned in 
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the ſaid Book ; or by any of the ſaid means ſhall un- 
lawfully interrupt, or let any Parſon, Vicar, or other 
Miniſter in any Cathedral, or Pariſh Church, or 
Chappel, or any other place to fing or ſay Common 
and open Prayer, or to miniſter the Sacraments, or 
any of them, in ſuch manner and form, as is mentioned 
in the ſaid Book ; that then every ſuch perſon, being 
thereof lawfully convied in form aboyeſaid, ſhall for- 
feit to the Queen our Sovereign Lady, Her Heirs and 
Succeſſors, for the firſt offence an hundred marks : And 
if any perſon or perſons, being once- convi& of any 
ſuch offence , eftſoons offend again any of the laſt re- 
cited offences, and ſhall in form aforeſaid be thereof 
lawfully convit ; That then the ſame perſcn, ſo ob- 
fending and conviR, ſhall for the ſecond offence forfeit 
to the Queen our Sovereign Lady Her Heirs, and Suc- 
ceſſors four hundred marks:. And ifany Perſon, after 
he in form aforeſaid hall have been twice convict ot 
any cffence concerning any of the laſt recired offences, 
fhall offend the third time, and be,thereof in form above- 
ſaid lawfully convi& ; that then every perſon, ſo offend- 
ing and convi, fhall for kis third offence forfeit ro-our 
Sovereign Lady the _— all his Goods and Chartcels, 
and ſhall ſuffer impriſonment during his life : And it 
any perſon or perſons, that for his firſt offence con- 
cerning the premiſes, ſhall be convi& in form aforeſaid, 
de not pay the Sum to be paid by vertue of his con- 
viction, in ſuch manner and form, as the ſame oughr 
to be paid, within fix weeks next after his convi&ion ; 
That then every perſon ſo convi&, and ſo not paying 
the ſame, ſhall for the ſame firſt offence, inſtead of the 
ſaid Sum, ſuffer impriſonment by the - ſpace of fix 
moneths without Bail or Mainpriſe : And if any per- 
ſon, or perſons that for his ſecond offence concern- 
ing the premiſes ſhall be convia in form aforeſaid , do 
not pay the ſaid Sum to be paid by vertue of his con- 
viction, and this eſtatute, in ſuch manner and form 
as the ſame ought to be payed, within fix weeks next aF-

ed, or upon reaſonable let thereof, ' to ſome ' uſual place, 
where Common Prayer, and ſuch ſervice of God ſha 
be uſed in ſuch time of ler, upon every Sunday”, *and 
other days ordained and uſed to be kept as holy (dayes, 
an4 then, and there to abide orderly and ſuberly , du- 
ring the time of the Common-Prayer , PR 
or other Service of Gol there to be uſed and miniſtred: 
upon pain of puniſhment by the cenſures of the 
Church ; and alſo upon pain , that every perſon ſo of- 
fending ſhall forfeit for every ſuch offence twelve pence, 
to be levied by the Church-wardens of 'the Parilh, 
where ſuch offence ſhall be done, 'to the uſe of the poor 
of the ſame Pariſh, of the goods, lands, and renements 
of ſuch offender, by way of diſtreſs, 

And for due execution hereof, the Queens moſt ex- 
cellent Maiefty, the Lords Temporat, and all the 
Commons in this preſent Parliament: aſſembled, do m 
Gods name earneftly require, and charge all rhe 
Archbiſhops, Biſhops, and other Ordinaries , thar 
they ſhall endeavour themſelves to the utrermoſt of 
thetr Knowledges, that the due and rrue execution 
hereof may be had thronghour their Dioceſſes and 
Charges, as they will anſiver before God for ſuch 
evils and plagues, wherewith Almighty God may 
juſtly pumſh his people for negle&ing this good and 
wholeſome Law. And for their Authority in this be- 
half, Be it furcher Ena&ed by the Authority afereſaid, 
That all and ſingular the ſame Archbiſhops, Biſhops, 
and all other their officers exerciſing Eccleſiaſtical ju- 
riſdi&ion , as well in places exempt , as not exempr, 
within their Diocefſes, fhall have full power and autho- 
rity by this A& to reform, corre& and pnnifh by cen- 
fares of the Church, all, and fingular perfons, which 
{ſhall offend within any of their juriſdi&ions, or Dioceſſes, 
after the ſaid Feaſt of the Nativity of Saint Fobs: Bapriſt 
next coming, againſt this A& and Statute : any otber 
Law, Statute, Priviledge, Liberty, or Proviſion hereto- 
fore made , had, or fuffered to the contrary notwich- 
ſtanding. 

And mw is Ordained and EnaQed by the Authority 
aforeſaid, That all and every Juſtice of Oyer and 
Determiner, or Juſtices of Afſſize ſhall have full pow- 
er and Authority in every of their open and general 
Seffions to enquire , hear and derermine all and all 
manner of offences , that ſhall be .commirred , or done 
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eontrary to any Article contained in this preſent AQ, 
"within the limits of the Commiſſion to them direQ- 
ed, and to make proccſs for the execution of the (ame, 
as they may. do againſt any perſon being indiQed 
before them of treſpaſs, or lawfally conviaed there- 


of, 

Provided always, and be it EnaRed by the Authority 
aforeſaid, That all and every Archbiſhop and Biſhop 
ſhall and may at all time and times at his liberty and 
pleaſure, joyn and aſſociate himſelf by vertue of this 
A& to the ſaid Juſtices of Oyer and Dererminer, or to the 
ſaid Juſtices of Aſiſe, at every of the ſaid open and ge- 
neral Seffions, to be holden in any place within his 
Dioceſs, for and to the inquiry, hearing, and determin= 
ing of the offences aforeſaid. 

Provided alſo, and be it EnaQed .by the Authority 
aforeſaid , That the Books concerning the ſaid Ser-

granted his commiſſion under the great Seal of England , to ſeveral Bit 

and other Divines , to review the Book of Common Prayer, and to prepare 
ſuch Alterations and Additions , as they thought firto offer x and atter- 
wards the Convocations of both the Provinces of Canterbury and Tork, 
being by His Majetiy called and aff-mbled ( and nowfitting ) H's Majefty

Provided always , and be it further Enatted by the Authority aforeſaid, 
That in all thoſe Prayers, Litanies, and Collets, which do any way relate 
ro the King, Queen, cor Royal Progeny, the names be altered and changed 
from time to time, and ficted to the preſent occafion, according to the due» 
&ion of Lawful Amhority. 

Provided alſo, and be it Enafted by the Authority aforeGgid , That a true 
Printed Copy of. the ſaid Book, Entitoled, 1he Rook of Common Prayer, and 
Adm'inifiration of the Sacraments, and other Kites and Ceremoties of the 
Church, according to the uſe of the Church of Eugland 3 together with the

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Langnage, may be conf rring Lath Tcengues together , th- ſocner attain to 
the know!edge of the Englifh Tongue 3 Any thing in this At tro the contrary 
notwithſtanding : And until Printed Copies of the ſaid Book ſo to be Tran- 
flared may be had and provided , the Form of Common Prayer eftablithed 
by Parliament before the making of this AR, (hall be uſed as formerly in 
luch parts of Wales , where the Englifh Tongue is not commonly uiderftood.

Provid-d always , Txt whereas the Six and thirtieth Article of ths Nins 
and thirty Articles aprezd upon by the Archbiſhops, and Biſhops of both 
Provinces , and the whnle Clergy in the Convocation holden at London , in 
the year of our Lord , Ons thouſand five hundred fxty two, for the a- 
avoiding of diverſities of opinions , and eftabliihing of conſent touching rrue 
Religion, is in theſe words following, viz. 

That the Book of Conſecration of Archbiſhops , and Riſhops , a nd Ordainms of 
Priefts and Deacons , lately ſ*t forth in the time of King Edward the Sixth, and 
confirmed at the ſame time by Authority of Parliament , doth contain all things

by A# of Parliament in the Firk and Eighth years of Queen Elizabeth, 
ſhall be fill uſed and obſerved in the Church of England, until the Fratt of 
Saint Bartholomew, which (hall be in the year of our Lord Gcd, One thou- 
land fix hundred frxty and two. 


The Preface. 


T bath been the wiſdom of the C'ixrch of England , ever« 

ſince the firſt compiling of her publich Litzrgy, to keep the 

M-an between the two'Exiremes , of 100 much fliffneſs in 

refuſing, and of too much eafineſ, in admitting any varide 
1ion from it, For, @s on the one fide common Experience ſheweth 
that where a change hath been made of things adviſedly eff a» 
bliſhed (no evident neceſſity ſo requiring) ſundry inconveniences 
bave thereupon enſued; and thoſe many times moregand greater, 
then the evils that were intended 10 be remedied by ſuch change: 
ſo on the other ſide, the particular forms of Divine Worſhip, 
and the Rites and ceremonies appointed to be nſed therein, be= 
ing things iz their own nature indifferent, and alterable,and ſo 
echnowledged ; it is but reaſ. nable, that upon weighty and ime 
portant ER Eg to the various exigency of tianes 
and occaſions, ſuch changes and alterations ſhould be made 
thereiny as to thoſe that are in place of Authority ſbould from 
time toktime ſeem either neceſſary or expedient, Accordin;ly we 
find, that in the Reigns of ſeveral Princes of bleſſed memory 
fence the Reformation, the Church, upon juff and weighty con= 
Sderetions Her thereunto moving, hath yielded to make ſuch 
alterations in ſome particulars, as in their reſpefive times 
were thought convenient: Tet ſo, as that the main Body and 
Eſſentials of it (as well in the chiefeff materials, as in 1he 
frame and order thereof) bave ſtill continued the ſame unto 
this day, and do yet ſtand firm and unſbaken, notwithſtanding 
all the vain attempts and impetuous aſſaults made againſt it, 
by ſuch men as are given tochange, and have always diſcovered 
« greater regard 10 their own private fancies and intereſts, thex 
10 that duty they owe 10 the Pablich. 

By wha1 undue means,and for what miſchievous purpoſes the 
uſe of the Liturgy (though injoyned by the Laws of the Land, 
end thoſe Laws never yet repealed) came, during the late un- 
happy conſuſtons, to be fry wars thr is toowell known to the 
world, and we are not willing here 10 rememuer. But when upon 
his Majeftieshappy Reſtauration it ſeemed probable,that am. n. ſt 
other things, the uſe of the Liturgy alſo would return of courje 
(the ſame baving never been Legally aboliſhed) unleſs ſome 
timely means were uſd toprevent it 3 thoſe men who under the 
lats uſurped Powers had made it a great part of their buſineſs 
30 render 1he people diſaff: ied thereunto, ſaw themſelves mn

int of reputation and intereſt concerned ( unleſs they would 
Feel acknowledge themſelves 10 have erred, which ſuch mm 
are very hardly brought to do) with their #1moft endeavours to 
binder the reſtitution thereof. In order whereunto, divers 
Pam; h'ets were publiſhed againſt the Book of Common- Prayer, 
the old Objections maſtered up, with the addition of ſome new 
ones more then formerly had been made to make the number 
ſwell. _ In fine, great importunities were uſed 10 bis Sacred 
Majeſly, that the ſaid Book might be reviſed, and ſuch Als 
rerations therein, and Additions therennto made, as ſhould be 
thought requiſite for 1he eaſe of tender Conſciences : Whereun- 
10 His Majeſty, out of His pious Inclination 10 give ſatisfattion 
{ {o far as could be reaſonably exyetied ) 104ll His Subjetts of 
what perſwaſton ſocver, did graciouſly condeſcend. 

ls which Review we have endeavokred 10 obſerve the 
like Moderation , as we find to have been uſed in the like caſe 
in former times. And therefore of the ſundry Alterations 
propoſed unto usz we have rejeted all ſuch as were either of 
dangerous conſequence (as frererty ſtriking at ſome eſtadliſbed 
dofrine, or laudable Prafice of the Chxrch of England, or in- 
deed of the whole Catkolich Church of Chrift) or elſe of no conſe= 
quence at all, but utterly frivolous and vain, But ſuch Alte= 
rations as were tendred 10 45 (by what perſons, under what pre- 
tencesy-or to what purpoſe ſoever tendred ) as ſeemed to us ins 
any degree requiſite or expedient, we have willingly, aud of our 
own accord aſſented unto: Not enforced ſo to do by any ſtrength 
of Arg ument, convincing us of the neceſſity of making the ſaid 
Alterations : For we are fully perſwaded in our judgments( and 
we hereprofeſs it ts the world ) thas the Book, 4s it ſtood be- 
fore eſtabliſhed by Law,doth not contain init any thing contrary 
to the Word of God, or to ſound DoBrine, or which a godly max 
may not with a good conſcience uſe and ſubmit unto, or which is 
not fairly defenſible againſt any —_— ſe the ſame z if it 
ſhall be allowed ſuch juſt and favourable con jon 4s 312 Comte 
mon equity ought 10 be allowed to all Humane Writings, eſpeci- 
ally ſuch as areſet forth by Authority, axd even to the very beſt 
8ranſlations of the holy Scripture it ſelf, 

_ Our general am therefore in this undertaking was, not 10 gre« 
tifie this or that party in any their unreaſonable demands 3 but 
to do that which to our befF underſtandings we conceived might 
moſt tend to the preſervation of Peace and Unity in the Churchs 
the procuring of Reverence, and exciting of Piety and Devotion 
in the | eaparyate. 4 of God z and the cutting off occaſion from 
them that ſeek occaſion of cavil, or quarel againſt the Liturgy 
of the Church, And as to the ſeveral variations from the for- 
mer Book , whether by Alteration, Addition,or otherwiſe,it ſhall 
Suffice to give this general account, That moſt of the Alterati« 
ops were made, either firſt, for the better direFion of them thas 
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aye to offeciate in any part of Divine Service 3 which is chiefly 
done in the Kalendars and Rubricks : Or ſecondly, for the more 
proper exprefſing of ſome words or phraſes of antient uſage, in 
terms more ſuitsble to the language of the preſent times, and the 
clearer explanation of ſome other words and phraſes,that were 
either of doubtful ſipnification, or otkeywiſe liable 10 miſconſty u« 
tion : Or thirdly, for amore perfet rendring of ſuch portions of 


hdly Scripture, as areinſerted into the Liturgy 3 which, in the. . 


Epiſtles and Goſpels efpecially , and in ſundry other places are 
now ordered to be reachaccordmg to the laft Tranſ{ation : and that 
it was thought convenientythar ſome Prayers and Thanksy vin s, 
fitted to ſpecial occaſions, ſhould be added in their due places 5; 
particularly for thoſerat Sea, togethey with av Office for the Ba= 
ptiſm of ſuch as ave of riper years; which, although nor ſo neceſſq- 
rywhen- the: formen Book was compiled', yet by 1he growth 
of. Anabapiſm, through the licentionſneſs of the late times 
crept in among ft ws, is mow become neceſſary, and may be always 
+ſeful for the Baptizing: of Natives it our Plantations, an4 
others converted to the Faith, If any man,who ſhall deſire a more 
particular account of the ſeveral alterations in any part of the 
Liturgy, ſhall take the pains to compare the preſent Booh with 
the former 5 we doubt not but 1he reaſon of the change may eaſr= 
[y-appear. 

«And having thus endeavoured to diſcharge our duties in this 
weighty affair ,as in tho ſighs of Godzand to approve our ſincerity 
therews (ſo far as lay i us) to yhe conſciences of all men ; at- 
though we hnow it impoſſible: (in ſuch variety of apprebenſcom, 
humours, and intereſtr,as are'in the world )1 pleaſe ally nor can 
expe, that men of faftions, yreviſhy. and perverſe ſpirits ſhould 
be. ſatisfied with" any thing that can be done in this hind by 
any" 0ther then'themſebves : Tet'we have good hope, that what is 
bere preſented, and:bath brex by the Convocations of both Pro- 
vinces with great diligence exammed and approved, will be well 
alſo accepted, and approved by alt ſobey, peaceable, and traly con- 
iontions ſons of the-Chureh of England, 
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ſo lure eſtabliſhed, which, in continuance of time, hath not been 

corrupted : As, among other things, it may plainly appear by the 

Common Prayers in the Church, commonly called Devine Service, 
The firſt original and. ground whereof if a man would, ſearch out- by the 
ancient Fathers, he ſhall fiad, that the ſame was nct ordained but of a good 
purpoſe, and for a - great advancement .of godlineſs. For they,fo. ordered 
the matter, that all the whole Bible, C or the greateſt part thereof ) ſhould 
be read over once every year; intending thereby, that the Clergy, and 
eſpecially - ſuch, 3s were: Miniftiers in the Congregativn, ſhould ( by 
r:2ading, and meditation in Gods ward ) be ftred up to godlineſs them- 
ſelves, and be more able ro-exhort athers by wholſome doarine, and.to cons 
fute them that were Adyerſaries tothe Truth ; and further, that the people 
( by daily hearing of holy Scripture read in the Church ) might continually 
profit more and. more in the knowledge of God, and be the more inflamed 
with the love of his true Religion, "4 

But theſe many years paſſed, this godly and decent Order of the ancient 
Fathers hath been ſo altered, broken, and neglected, by planting in- uacer 
tainStories, and Legefids, with multicude of KReipouds, Verſes, vain Repe- 
titions, Commemorations and-Synodalsz that.commonly when any Rook-of 
the Bible was begun, after three or - our Chapters were read out, all the 
r were unread, And in this ſat the: Book oft Iſaiah was begun. in 4dvent 
and the Buok of Geneſts in Septuageſima 3 bur they were onely begun, and 
never read through : After like ſort were other Books of holy Scripture uſed. 
And moreover, whereas St. Paul would have fuch language ſpoken to - the 
people in the Church, as they might underftand, and have proht by hearing 
the ſame 3 The Service in this Church of England theſe many years, hath 
been read in Latine to the p-ople, which they underftand not ; (o that they 
have heard with their ears onely, and their heart, ſpirit and mind have nut 
been edified thereby. And furthermore, notwithftanding that the ancient 
Fathers have divided the Pſalms into leven Portions, whereot every one was 
called a Nodurn ; Now of late time, a few of them have been daily id, 
and the reft utterly omitted. Moreoves, the number and hardneſs of the 
Rules called the Fie 3 and the manifold changings of the Service, was the 
cauſe, that to turn the Book only was fo hard and intricate a matter, that 
many times there was more bnfineſs to find out what thoull be read, then to 
read it when it was found out. 

Theſe inconveniences therefore conſidered, here is ſet forth ſuch an Or» 
der, whereby the ſame (hall be redrefſed. And for a readineſs in this matter, 
here is drawn out a Kalender for that purpoſe, which is plain and cafie to be 
under{tuod 3 wherein ( ſo much as may be ) the r-ad:ing of holy Scripture is 
ſo ſet forth, that all rhings ſhall be done in order, without breaking one 
piece from another. For this cauſe be cut off Anthems, Reſponds, Invita- 
tories, and ſuch like things as did break the continual courſe of the reading 
of the Scripture. 

Yes, becauſe there is no remedy, but that of neceſſity there muſt be ſome 
Rules 3 therefore certain Rules are here ſet forth 3 which, as they are few in 
number, ſo they are plain and cake to be underftood, $0 that here , you

have an Order for Prayer, and for the reading of the holy Scripture, much 
agreeable to the mind and purpoſe of the old Fathers, and a great deal 
more profitable and commodious, then that which of late was uſed. It is 
more profitable, becauſe here are left out many things, whereot ſume are 
untrue, ſome uncertain, ſome vain and ſuperftitious, and nothing is ordain- 
ed to be read, but the very pure Word of God, the holy Scriptures, or that 
which is agreeable to the ſame x; and that in ſuch a language and order, 
as is moſt eafie and plain for the underftanding both of the readers and hear- 
ers.” It is alſo more commodious, both for the ſhortneſs thereof, and for the 
plaimneſs of the Order, and for that the Rules be few and eafie. 

whereas heretofore there hath been great diverfity in ſaying and fing- 
ing in Churches within this Realm ; (ome following Salzbury Uſe, ſome Here» 
ford Uſe, and ſome the Uſe of Bangor, ſome of Tork, ſome of Lincoln $3 now 
from henceforth all the whole Realm (hall have but one Ul, 

And foraſmuch as nothing can be (© plainly ſet forth, but doubts may 
ariſe in the uſe and praftiſe of the ſame $3 to appeaſe all ſuch diverſity ( if 
any ariſe ) and for the reſolution of all doubts concerning the manner how 
wo underftand, do, and ex*cute the things contained in this Book 3 the par- 
ries that ſo doubt, or diverfly take any thing, ſhall alway refort to the Bi- 
ſhop of the Dioceſs, who by his diſcretian ſhall take order for the quieting 
and appeafing of the ſame 3 {© that the ſame order be not contrary to any 
thing contained in this Book. And if the Biſhop of the Dioceſs be in doubt, 
then he may ſend for the reſolution theregt to the Arch-biſbop,

And the Curate that miniftreth in every pariſh Chuxch or Chappel, being 
at home, and not being otherwiſe reaſonab!y hindered, ſhall ſay the ſame 
in the Pariſh-Church or Chappel where he miniftreth, and ſhall cauſe a Bell 
to be tolled thereunto a convenient time befor he begin, that the people mgy 
come £0 hear Gods Word, and pray with him,

Why ſome be aboliſbed, an41 ſome retained, 


F ſuch Ceremonies as be uſed in the Church, and have had their 
beginning by the inftitution of man, ſome ar the firſt were of 
godly intent and purpoſe deviſed, and yet at length turned to 
vanity and ſuperftition. Some entred into the Church by undil- 
creet devotion, and ſuch a zeal as was with: ut knowledge 3 ana for becauſe 
they were winked at in the beginning, they grew daily to more and more 
abuſes , which not onely for their unprofitableneſs, but alſo becauſe they 
have much blinded the people, and obſcured the glory,of God, are worthy 
to be cut away, and clean rejefted : Other there be, which although they 
kave been deviſed 'by man, yet is it thought good to reſerve them ttill, as 
w2l!1 for a decent Order in the Church ( for che which they were trft deviſed ) 
as becauſe they pertain to edification, whereunto all things done in the 
Churh ( as the Apoſtle teacheth ) ought to be referred. 
And alchcugh the keeping or omitting of a Ceremony, in it ſelf confider- 
ed, is but a [mall thing 3 yet the wilful and comemptuous tranſgreſfien and 
Lreaking of a common order and diſcipline, is no ſmall offence before God. 


Let all things be done amorg ycu, (aith $. Paul, in a ſeemly and due order ;* 


Tne appointment of the whicti order pertaineth not to private men 3 there- 
fore no man ought to take in hand, or preſume to appoint cr alter any pub- 
lick or common Order in Chrifts Church, except he be lawfully called and 
authoriſed thereunto., 

And whereas in this eur time, the minds of men are ſodivers, that ſome 
think it a great matter of conſcience to depart irum a piece of the leaft of 
few Ceremomes, they be (0 addifted tc theic old cuftons 5 and again on 
the other ide, lome be ſo new-fangled, that they would innovate all things, 
and fo deip:is the old, that nothing can like them, but thac is new ©£ it was 
thought exp*di-nt not (fo much to have reſpet how to pleaſe and fatistic 
either of thele parties, as how to pleaſe God, and proft them both. And 
yet leſt any man ſhould be offended, whon good reaſon might fati*fe, here 
be certain cau'es rendered, why ſome of the accuttomed Ceremonies be put 
away, and (ome retained and kept fti1!. 

Scrne are put away, becauſe the great exceſs and multirude of them hath 
ſo increaſed in thele latter days, that the burden of them was intolerable x 
whereof S. Auguſtine in his time complained, that they were grown to ſuch 
a number, that the eftarte of Chriftian people was in worſe caſe concerning 
that matter, then were the Jews. And he counſelled, that ſuch yoke and 
burden thould b* taken away, as time wou'd (-rve quietly to do it. Bur 
vihat would S. Arvguline bave laic, it he had ſeen the Ceremonies of late 
d2ys uſed amonge us $ whereunto the multitude uled in his time was not to 
b- comovare4 ? This our exceffive multitude of Ceremonies was fo great, and 
many of then {o dark, that they did more confound and darken, then de- 
clare and (er forth Chrifts b-nefits upto us. And befides this, Chrifts Goſpel 
is not a Ceremonial Law ( as much of Mo/es Law was ) but it is a Keligion 
to ſerve God, not in byndage of the figure cr ſhadow, bur in the freedom of 
the fpirit's being content onely with thole Cerrmonies which do ſerve to a 
| Irder, 21:4 podly Diſcpline, and ſuch as be apt ( tir up the diff! 
mind ot man 10 the remembrance ot his duty to God, by ivme nctable and 
1:heation, whereby he micht to be edified. Furthermore, the 
moft werghty cau'e of the aboltiihment of certain Ceremonics was, That 
they were (0 far abuſed 4 partly by the ſuper$iticus blindneſs of the rude 
ad unl-arned, and parcly by the unſatiable avarice of ſuch 25 ſought mors 
their own lucre, then the glory or Col, that the abutrs could nut well be 
taxeN away, the thing remaniung (till,

But now as concerning thoſe perſons , which peradventure will be offen- 
ded, for that ſome of the old Ceremonies are retained ftill : If they confi- 
der thatwithour ſome Ceremonies it is not poſſible to keep any Order, or 

-. quiet Diſcipline in the Church, they ſhall eafily perceive jutt cauſe tore- 
form their judgments. And if they think much that any of the old do re- 
main, and wou'd rather have all deviſed anew : Then ſuch men granting 
ſome Ceremonies convenient to be had , furely where the old may be well 
uſed, there they cannot reafonably reprove the old onely for their age, 
without bewraying of their own folly. For in ſuch a caſe they oughy ra- 
ther to have reverence unto them for their antiquity , if they will declare p 


themſelves to be more ſtudious ot unity and concord , then of innovatfoins 
and new fangleneſs, which (as much as may be with the true ſetring forth of 
Chrifts Religion) is always to be eſchewed. Furthermore , ſuch ſhall have 
no juſt cauſe with the Ceremonies reſerved to be offerded. For as thoſe , 
are taken away which were moſt abuſed , and did burthen mens conſci- 
ences without any cauſe ; ſo the other that remain , are retained for a 
Diſcipline and Order, which (upon juſt caules) may be alrered and changed, 
and Ceretiive are not to be efteemed equal with Gods Law. And more- I 
over, they b= neither dark nor dumb Ceremo 1ies, bur are ſo ſet forth, that | 
every man may underſtand what they do mean, and to what uſe rhey do 

ſerve. So that it is not like that they in time to come ſhould be abuſed as 7 
other have been. And in thefe our doings we condemn no other Nations, 
nor preſcribe any thing but to our own people onely : for we think it con- 
venient , that every Countrey ſhould uſe ſuch Ceremonies as they ſha!!

How the Pſaltey 15 appointed to be read, 


= He Pſalter ſhall be read through once every 

moneth, as it is there appointed, both for 
Morning and Evening Prayer. But in February it 
ſhall be read onely to the Twenty eighth , or 
Twenty ninth day of the moneth. 

And whereas Fanuary, March, May, Fuly, Au- 
ouft, Oftober, and December have One and thirty 
days apiece 3 It is ordered, that the ſame Pſalms 
ſhall be read the laſt day of the ſail moneths, 
which were read the day before : So that the Pſal- 
ter may begin again the firſt day of the next 
moneth enſuing. 

And whereas the CXIX Pſalm is divided into 
X x11 Portions, and is overlong to be read at one 
time 3 It is ſo ordered, that at one time ſhall not be 
read above four or five of the ſaid Portions. 

And at the end of every Pſalm, and of every 
ſuch part of the CXIX Pſalm, ſhall be repeated this 
Hymn, 

Glory be to the Father,and to the Son : and to the Fio- 
I; Ghoft 3 As it wwas in the beginning, ts xow, and evey

He Old Teſtament is appointed for the firſt 
'T Leſſons at Morning and Evening Prayer 3 
fo as the moſt part thereof will be read every year 
once, as in the Kalendar is appointed. | 

The New Teſtament is appointed for the ſecond 
Leſſons at Morning and Evening Prayer, and 
ſhall be read over orderly every year thrice, be- 
fides the Epiſtles and Goſpels 3 except the Apoca- 
Iypſe, out of which there are onely certain proper 
Leſſons _ upon divers Feaſts. 

And to know what Leſſons ſhall be read every 
day, look for the day of the moneth in the Kalen- 
dar following, and there ye ſhall find the Chap- 
ters that ſhall be read for the Leſſons both at 
Morning and Evening Prayer ; Fxcept onely the 
Moveable Feaſts which are not in the Kalendar, 
and the Immoveable, where there is a blank left 
in the Column of Leſſons ; the proper Leſſons for 
all which days are to be found in the Table of 
proper Leſſons, 

And note, that whenſoever proper Pſalms or 
Leſſons are appointed 3 then the Pſalms and Leſ- 
ſons of ordinary courſe appointed in the Pſalter 
and Kalendar (if they be diflerent) ſhall be omit- 
ted for that time. 

Note alſo, that the Colle&, Epiſtle, and Goſpel 
appointed for the Sunday,fhall lerve all the week 
aiter, where it is not in this Book otherwiſe 
ordered.

Bethlehem in che land of Juda, art not the leaſt among the 
princes of Juda : For out of thee ſhall come a Governour 
that ſhall rule my people Iſrael, Then Herod when he had 
privily called the wiſe-men, enquired of them- diligently 
what time the ſtar appeared, And he ſent them to Betble- 
hem, and faid, Go, and ſearch diligently for the young 
child, and when ye have found him, bring me word again, 
that I may come and worſhip him alſo. When they had 
heard the king, they departed ; and lo, the ſtar which they 
ſaw in the eaſt went before them, till it came and ſtood over 
where the. young child was. When they ſaw the ſtar, they 
rejoyced with exceeding great joy. And when they were 
eome into the houſe, they law the young child with Mary 
his mother, and fell down and worſhipped him : And when 
they had opened their treaſures, they preſented unto him 
gifcs, gold, and frankincenſe, and myrrhe. And being warn- 
ed of God in a dream, that they ſhould not return to Herod, 
they departed into their own countrey another way.

that he was condemned, repented himſelf, and brought a- 
= the thirty pieces of ſilver to the chief prieſts and el- 

ers, laying, have finned, in that I have betrayed the inno- 
cent bload. And they ſaid, What is that to us? ſee thou to 
that, And he caſt down the pieces of filver in the temple, 
and departed, and went and hanged himſelf. And the chief 
prieſts rook the filyer pieces, and ſaid, It is not lawful for 
to put them into the treaſury, becauſe. it is the price of 
bloud, And they took counſel, and bought with them the 
potters field to bury wr in, Wherefore that field was 
called, The field of bloud unto this day. (Then was ful- 
filled that which was ſpoken by Jeremy the prophet, ſaying, 
And they took the thirty pieces of filver, the price of him 
that was valued, whom they of the children of ie at 
value, 
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The Sunday before Eaſter, 
value , and gave them for the potters field, as the Lord 
appointed me.) And Jeſus ſtood before the governour ; and 
the governour asked him, ſaying, Art thou the king of the 
Jews ? And Jeſus ſaid unto him, Thou ſayeſt. And when 
he was acculed of the chief prieſts and elders, he anſwered 
nothing. Then ſaith Pilate unto him, Heareft thou not how 
many things they witneſs againſt thee? and he anſwered him 
to never a word , inſomuch that the goyernour marvelled 
greatly, Now at that feaſt the governour was wont to releaſe 
unto the people a priſoner, whom they would. And they had 
then a notable priſoner called Barabbas, Therefore when 
they were gathered together, Pilate ſaid unto them, Whom 
will ye that I releaſe unto you ? Barabbas, or Jeſus, which 
is called Chriſt ? For he knew that for envy they had de- 
livered him. When he was ſet down on the judgment-ſeart, 
his wife ſent unto him, ſaying , Have thou nothing to do 
with that juſt man : for I have ſuffered many things this 
day in a dream becauſe of him, But the chief prieſts and el- 
ders perſwaded the multitude that they ſhould ask Barab. 
bas, and deſtroy Jeſus, The governour anſwered and ſaid 
umo them, Whether of the twain will ye that I releaſe unto 
you ? They ſaid, Barabbas. Pilate ſaith unto them, What 
hall I go then with Jeſus, which is called Chriſt ? They all 
ſay unto him, Let him be crucified. And the goyernour 
ſaid, Why, what evil hath he done ? But they cried out the 
more, {aying, Let him be crucified. When Pilate ſaw that 
he could prevail nothing , but that rather a tumulc was 
made, he took water, and waſhed his hands before the mul. 
titude, ſaying, -I am innocent of the bloud of this juſt per- 
ſon : {ee ye to it, Then anſwered- all the people, and (aid, 
His bloud be on us, and on our children, Then releaſed he 
Barabbas unto them: and when he had ſcourged Jeſus, he 
delivered him to be crucified. Then the ſouldiers of the 
governour took Jeſus into the common hall, an4 gathered 
unto him the whole band of ſouldiers, And they ſtripped 
him, and put on him a ſcarlet robe, And when they bad 
platted a crown of thorns, they put it upon his head, and 
a reed in his right hand : and they bowed the knee before 
him, and mocked him, ſaying, Hail King of the Jews. And 
they ſpit upon him,.and took the reed, and ſmote him on 
the head. And affer that they bad mocked him, they took 
the robe off from him, and put his own raiment on him, 
and led him away to crucific him, And as they came our, 
they found a man of Cyrene , Simon by name : him ' cy 
compelled to bear his croſs, And when they were come unto 
a place called Golgotha, that is to ſay, a place of a cull, 
they gave him vineger to drink, mingled with gall: and

might be fulfilled, which was ſpoken by the prophet, They 
parted my garments among them , and upon my veſture did 
they caſt lots, And fitting down they watched him there ;

IS FESUS THE KING OF THE F EW S. 
Then were there two thieves crucified with him : one on 
the rightrhand, and another on the lefr. And they that 
paſſed by , reviled him, wagging their heads, and ſaying, 
Thou that deſtroyeſt the temple, and buildeſt ir in three 
days, ſave thy felt : if thou be the Son of God, come down 
from the crols, Likewiſe allo the chief priefts mocking him, 
with the ſcribes and elders, (aid, He ſaved others, himſelf 
he cannot ſave : if he be the King of Iſrael, let him now 
come down from the croſs , and we will believe him, He 
truſted in God; let him deliver him now , if he will have 
him : for he ſaid, I am the Son of God, The thieves alſo 
which were crucified with him, caſt the ſame in his teeth, 
Now from the fixth hour there was darkneſs over all the 
land unto the ninth hour. And about the ninth hour, Jeſus 
cried with a loud voice, ſaying, Eli, Eli,idama, ſabachthani ? 
that is to ſay, My God, my God, why haſt thou forſaken me? 
Some of them that ſtood there , when they heard that, 
ſaid, This man calleth for Elias. And Gonight—s one of 
them ran , and took a ſpunge , and filled ic with vineger, 
and put jt on a reed, and gave him to drink. The reft ſaid, 
Let be, let us ſee whether Elias will come to ſave him. 
Jeſus, when he had cried again with a loud voice , yielded 
up the ghoſt, And behold the vail of the _ was rent 
in twain from the top to the bottom, and the earth did 
quake, and the rocks rent, and the graves were opened, and 
many bodies of ſaints which ſlept aroſe, and came out of the 
graves after his reſurre&ion , and went into the holy city 

and appeared unto many, Now when the centurion, and 
they that were with him, watching Jeſus, ſaw the earthquake, 
and thoſe things that were done, .they feared greatly, ſay - 
ing, Truly this was the Son of God,

And I looked, and 
there was none to help; and I wondred that there was 
none to uphold : therefore mine own arm brought ſalvation 
unto me, and my fury it upheld me. And I will cread down 
the people in mine anger, and make them drunk in my fury, 
and I will bring down cheir ſtrength to the earth. I will 
mention the loving kindneſſes of the Lord , and tke praiſes 
of the Lord, according to all that the Lord hath beſtowed 
onus, and the great goodneſs towards the houſe of Iſrael, 
which be hath beſtowed on them, according to his mercies, 
and according to the multitude of his loving kindneſſes, 
For he ſaid , Surely they are my people , children that will 
not lie: ſo he was their Saviour, In all their afflition he 
was afflited, and the angel of his preſence ſaved them : 
in his love, and in his pity be reJeemed them, andhe bare 
them , and carried them all the days of old. But they re- 
belled, and vexed his holy Spirit, therefore he was turned to 
be their enemy, and he fought againſt them. Then he re= 
"membred the days of old , Moſes and his people, ſaying, 
Where is he that brought them up out of the ſea with the 
ſhepherd of his flock 2 Where is he that put his holy Spiric 
within him? that led them by the right hand of Moſes, 
with his glorious arm, dividing the water before them , ro 
make himſelf an everlafting Name ? that led them through 
the deep as an horſe in the wilderneſs, that they ſhould nor 
ftumble ? As a beaſt goeth down into the valley, the Spiric 
of the Lord cauſed him to reſt : ſo didfſt thou lead thy peo- 
'ple to make thy ſelf a glorious Name. Look down wk 
heaven, and behold from the habitation of thy holineſs 
and of thy glory : Where is thy zeal, and thy ſtrength, the 
ſounding.of thy bowels , and of thy. mercies towards me ? 
are they reſtrained ? Doubcleſs thou art our Father, though 
braham be ignorant of us, and Iſrael acknowledge us nor : 
Thou, © Lord, art our Father, our Redeemer, thy Name is 
from everlaſting. O Lord , why baſt thou made us to err 
from thy ways ? and hardened our heart from thy fear ? Re- 
turn for thy ſervants ſake , the tribes of thine inheritance. 
The people of thy holineſs have poſſeſſed it bur a lictle 
while : our adverſaries have troden down thy ſanRuary. 
We are thine, thou neyer bareſt rule over them ; they were 
not called by thy Name, 
The Goſpe!, S. Mark 14. 1, 
Fter two days was the feaſt of the pafſover, and of 
unleavened bread : and the chief prieſts and the ſcribes 
{ought how they might take bim by craft , and put , 4 
eath, 
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death, But they ſajd, Not on the feaſt-day, leſt there be an 
uprore of the people. And being in Bethany, in the houſe 
of Simon the leper, as he lat at meat, there came a woman 
baving an alabaſter-box of ointment of ſpikenard , very 
precious, and ſhe brake the box, and poured i on his 
ead, And there were ſome that had indignation within 
themſelves, and ſaid, Why was this waſte of the ointment 
made? For it might have been ſold for more then three 
hundred pence, and have been given to the poor : and they 
murmured againſt her, And Jelus ſaid, Let her alone, why 
trouble you her? ſhe hath wrought a good work on me. 
For ye have the poor with you always, and whenſoever ye 
will, ye may dothem good : but me ye have not always. 
She hath done what ſhe could : ſhe is come aforehand to an- 
oint my body to the burying. Verily I ſay unto you, Where= 
ſoever this goſpel ſhall be preached throughout the whole 
world, this alſo that ſhe hath done ſhall be ſpoken of for a 
memorial of her. And Judas Iſcariot,one of the twelve,went 
unto the chief prieſts to betray him unto them. And when 
they heard ir,they were glad, 8 promiſed to give him mony, 
And he ſought how he might conveniently betray him, And 
the firſt day of unleavened bread, when they killed the paſs- 
over, his diſciples ſaid unto him, Where wilt thou that we £9 
and pre are,that thou mayeſt eat the paſſover? And he ſend- 
eth forth two of his diſciples, and ſaith unto them, Go ye 
into the city, & there ſhall meer you a man bearing a of Un 
er of water : follow him. And whereſvever he ſhall go in, 
ſay ye to the good-man of the houſe , The Maſter ſaith, 
Where is the gueſt chamber, where I ſhall eat the paſſover 
with my diſciples? And he will ſhew you a large upper 
room furniſhed and prepared, there make ready for us, 
And his diſciples went forth , and came into the city, and 
found as be had ſaid unto them : and they made ready the 
paſſover. And in the evening he cometh with the twelve, 
AnJ1 as they ſat, and did eat, Jeſus ſaid, Verily I fay unto 
you, One of you whicheateth with me , ſhall betray me. 
And they began 40 be ſorrowful, and to ſay unto him one 
by one, Is it I >- And another ſaid, Is it I > And he anſwer- 
ed and ſaid unto them, Ir is one of the twelve that dipperh 
wich me in the diſh . The Son of man indeed goeth, as it is 
written ofhim : but wo to that man by whom the Son of 
man is betrayed : good were it for that man if he had 
never been born, And as they did car, Jeſus rook bread, and 
bleſſed, and brake it, and gave to them, and ſaid, Take, 
eat: This is my body, And he took the cup, and when he 
had given thanks, he gave it to them + and they all drank of 
it. And he ſaid unto them, This is my bloud of the New 
Teſtament, which is ſhed for many, Yerily I ſay unto you, 
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I will drink no more of the fruit of che vine, until that 
day thar I drink it new in the kingdom of God. And when 
they had ſung an hymn, they went out into the mount of 
Olives. An1 Jeſus ſaith unto them, All ye ſhall be offended 
becauſe of me this night : for it is written, I will ſmite the 
ſhepherd, and the ſheep ſhall be ſcattered, But after that T 
am riſen, I will go before you into Galilee, But Peter ſaid 
unto him, Although all ſhall be offended, yet will not T, 
And Jeſus ſaith unto him, Verily I ſay unto thee, that this 
day, even in this night, before the cock crow twice, thou 
ſhalt deny me thrice, But he ſpake the more vehemently, If 
I ſhould die with thee, I will not deny thee in any wiſe. Like- 
wiſe alſo ſaid they all, And they came to a place which was 
named Gethſemane: and he ſaith to his diſciples, Sir ye here, 
while I ſhall pray, And he taketh with him Peter,and James, 
and John, and began to be ſore amazed, and rg be very 
heavy, and ſaith unto them, My ſoul is exceeding ſorrow- 


_ ful unto death ; tarry ye here, and watch. And he went for- 


ward a little, and fell on the ground, and prayed, that if 
ic were poſſible, the hour might paſs from him. And he ſaid, 
Abba, Father ; all things are poſſible unto thee z; take a- 
way this cup from me : nevertheleſs, not what 1 will, but 
what thou wilt, And he cometh and findeth them fleeping, 
and ſaith unto Peter, Simon, fleepeſt thou ? couldſt nor 
thou watch one hour ? Watch ye and pray, leſt ye enter in- 
to temptation : The ſpirit truly is ready, but the fleſh is 
weak, And again he went away,and prayed, and ſpake the 
ſame words, And when he returned, he found them aſleep 
again (for their eyes were heavy) neither wiſt they whar to 
anſwer him, And he cometh the third time, and ſaith unto 
them, Sleep on now, and take your reſt : it 1s enough, the 
hour is come ; Behold, the Son of man is betrayed into the 
hands of ſinners, Riſe up, letus go ; lo, he that betrayeth 
meis at hand. And immediately while he yer ſpake, cometh 
Judas, one of the twelve, and with him a great multitude 
with ſwords and ſtayes , from the chief prieſts, and the 
ſcribes, and the elders, And he that berfayed him, had 
given them a token, ſaying, Whomſoever T ſhall kiſs, that 
ſame is he ; take him, and lead him away ſafely, And 
aſſoon as he was come, he goeth ſtraightway to him, and 
ſaith, Maſter, maſter, and kiffed him, And they laid their 
hands on him, and took him, And one of them that ſtood 
by, drew a ſword, and ſmote a ſervant of the kigh prieſt, 
and cut off his ear. And Jeſus anſwered, and ſaid unto 
them, Are ye come our as againſt a thief, with ſwords and 
with ſtaves to take me ? 1 was daily with you in the temple 
reaching, and ye took me not : but the Scriptures muſt be 
fulfilled. And they all forſook him, and fled, And there 
followed 
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followed bim a certain young man having a linen cloth caft 
about his naked body, and the young men laid hold on him, 
And he left the linen cloth, and fled from them naked, And 
they led Jeſus away to the high prieſt , and with him were 
aſſembled all the chief prieſts, and the elders, and the 
ſcribes; and Peter followed him afar off, even into the 
palace of the high prieſt : and he ſar with the ſeryants, and 
warmed himſelt at the fire; and the chief prieſts, and all 
the counſel ſought for witneſs againſt Jeſus , to put bim to 
death, and found none. For many bare falſe witneſs againſt 
him, but their witneſs agreed not together. And there aroſe 
certain, and bare falſe witneſs againſt him, ſaying, We 
heard him ſay, I will deſtroy this temple that is made with 
hands, and within three days I will build another made 


without hands, But neither {o did their witneſs agree to- 


gether. And the high prieſt ſtood up in the midſt, and 
asked Jeſus, ſaying, Anſwereſt thou nothing ? what is ir 
which theſe witneſs againſt thee ? But he held his peace, 
and anſwered nothing, Again the high prieſt asked him, and 
ſaid unto him, Art chou the Chriſt, the Son of the Bleſſed ? 
And Jeſus faid, Tam; and ye ſhall ſee the Son of man fit- 
ting on the right hand of power , and coming in the clouds 
of heaven, Then the high prieſt rent his clothes, and faith, 
What need we any further witneſſes ? ye havye heard the 
blaſphemy : what think ye 2 And they all condemned him 
to be guilty of death. And ſome began to ſpit on him, and 
to cover his face, and to buffer him, and to ſay unto him, 
Prophefte 3 and the ſeryants did ſtrike him with the palms 
of their hands. And as Peter was beneath in the palace, 
there cometh one of the maids of the high prieſt ; and 
when ſhe ſaw Peter warming himſelf, ſhe looked upon him, 
and ſaid, And thou alſo waſt with Jeſus of Nazareth, But 
he denied, ſaying, I know not, neither underſtand 1 what 
thou ſayeſt, And he went out into the porch, and the cock 
crew, An41 a maid ſaw him again, and began to ſay to them 
that flood by, This is one of them. And he denied it again, 
And alittle after, they that ſtood by ſaid again ro Peter, 
buee'y thou art one of them ; for thou art a Galilean, and 
thy ſpeech agreeth thereto, But he began to curſe and to 


ſwear, ſaying, I know not this man of whom ye ſpeak. And 
the ſecond time the cock crew, And Peter called to mind 
the word that Jeſus ſaid unto him , Before the cock crow 
twice , thou ſhalt deny me thrice, And when he thought 
thereon, he wept, 
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pas Lord God hath opened mine ear, and 1 was not 

rebellious, neither turned away back, I gave my back 
to the ſmiters , and my cheeks to them that plucked off the 
hair : I hi4 not my face from ſhame and ſpitting. For the 
Lord God will hclp me, therefore ſhall T not be confound- 
ed : therefore have I ſet my face like a flint, and I know 
that I ſhall not be aſhamed. He is near that juſtifieth me, 
who will contend with me ? Let us ſtand together; who is 
mine adverſary ? Jet him come near to me, Bebold, the 
Lord God will help me ; who is he that ſhall condemn me ? 
Lo, they all ſhall wax old as a garment : the moth ſhall ear 
themup. Who is among you that feareth the Lord , tha: 
obeyeth the voice of his ſervant , that walketh in darkneſs, 
and hath no light? let him truſt in the Name of the Lord, 
and ftay upon his God, Behold,. all ye that kindle a fire, 
that compaſs your ſelves about with ſparks ; walk in the 
light of your fire, and in the ſparks that ye have kindled, 
This ſhall ye bave of mine hand, ye ſhall lie down in ſor« 
row. 

The Goſpel. $. Mark 15.1, 

Nd ftraightway in the morning, the chief prieſts held 
A' conſultation with the elders and ſcribes, and the 
whole councel, and bound Jeſus, and carried him away, and 
delivered him to Pilate. And Pilate asked him, Art thou 
the king of the Jews ? And he anſwering , ſaid unto him, 
Thou layeſt it, And the chief prieſts accuſed him of 
many things : but he anſwered nothing. And Pilate asked 
him again, ſaying, Anſwereſt thou nothing ? behold how 
many things they witneſs againſt thee, Bur Jeſus yet an- 
ſwered nothing : ſo that Pilate marvelled. Now at that 
feaſt he releaſed unto them one priſoner , whomſoever they 
defired, And there was one named Barabbas , which lay 
bound with them that had made inſurre&ion with him, 
who had committed murder in the inſurre&ion, And the 
multirude crying aloud, began to defire him to doas he had 
ever done unto them, Burt Pilate anſwered them, ſaying, 
Will ye that I releaſe unto you the king of the Jews ? ( for 
he knew that the chief prieſts had delivered him for envy } 
Bat the chief prieſts moved the people, that he ſhould rather 
releaſe Barabbas unto them. And Pilate anſwered, and ſaid 
again unto them, What will ye then that T ſhall do unto him 
whom ye call the king of the Jews? and they cried out again, 
Crucific kim. Then Pilate ſaid unto them, Why, what = 

at 
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hath he done? and they cried out the more exceedingly, 
Crucifie him, And ſo Pilate willing to content the people, 
releaſed Barabbas unto them, and delivered Jeſus, when be 
had ſcourged him, to be crucified, And the {ouldiers led him 
away into the ball, called, Pretorium ; and they call rOge- 
ther the whole band. AM they clothed him with purple, 
and platted a crown of thorns, and put it about his head, 
And began to ſalute him, Hail king of the Jews, And they 
ſmote him on the head with a reed, and did ſpit upon him, 
and bowing their knees worſhipped him. And when they 
had mocked him, they took off the purple from him , and 
put his own clothes on him, and led him out to crucife him, 
And they compel one Simon a Cyrenean, who paſſed by, 
coming out of the countrey , the father of Alexander and 
Rufus,to bear his crols. And they bring him unto the place 
jew 19m, which is, being interpreted, the place of a ſcull, 
And they gave him to drink wine mingled with myrrhe; bur 
he received it not. And when they had crucified him, they 
parted his garments, caſting Jots upon them , what every 
man ſhould rake, And it was the third hour, and they cru- 
cified him, And the ſuperſcription of his accuſation was 
written over, THE KING OF THE FEWS, And with him 
they crucifie two thieves, the one on his right hand, and 
the other on his left. And the ſcripture was fulfilled which 
ſaith, And be was numbred with the rranſgreſſours, And 
they that paſſed by , railed on him , wagging their beads, 
and ſaying, Ah, thou that deſtroyeſt the remple , and 
buildeſt it in three days, ſave thy ſelf, and come down from 
the croſs, Likewiſe alſo the chief prieſts mocking, ſaid a- 
mong themſelves,with the ſcribes, He ſaved others, himſelf 
he cannot ſave, Let Chriſt the king of Iſraci deſcend now 
from the croſs, that we may ſee and believe, And they that 
were crucified with him, reviled bim. And when the fixth 
hour was come , there was darkneſs over the whole land 

until the ninth hour, And at the ninth hour Jeſus cried 
with a loud yoice, ſaying, Eloi, Eloi, lama ſabachthani ? 
which is, being interpreted, My God, my God, why haſt 
thou forſaken me? And ſome of them that ſtood by , when 
they heard it, ſaid, Betta, he calleth Elias. And one ran, 
and filled a {purge fulof vineger, and put it on a reed, and 
gave him to drink, ſaying , Letalone let us ſee whether 


Elias will come to take him down, And Jeſus cried with a 
loud voice, and gave up the ghoſt. And the yail of the tem. 
ple was rent in twain from the top to the bottom. And 
when the centurion which ſtood over againſt him, ſaw that 
he ſo cried out, and gave up the ghoſt, he ſaid, Truly this 
man was the Son of God, 
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Here ateſtament 1s, there muſt alſo of neceſſity be 

the death of the teſtatour: for a teſtament is of 
force after men are dead ; ocherwile it is of no ſtrength at 
all whilſt the reſtarour livech. Whereupon, neither the firſt 
teſtament was dedicated without þloud : for when Moſes 
had ſpoken every precept to all the people, according to 
the law , he took the bloud of calves, and of goats , with 
water and ſcarlet wooll, and hyſlop, and ſprinkled both the 
book and all the people, ſaying, This is the bloud of the 
teſtament, which God hath enjoyned unto you, Moreover, 
he ſprinkled likewiſe with bloud both the tabernacle, and 
all the veſſels of che miniſtery, And almoſt all things are by 
the law purged wicth'bloud ; and without ſhedding of bloud 
is no remiſſion, It was therefore neceſſary that the patterns 
of things in the heavens ſhould be purified with theſe 3 bur 
the heavealy things themſelves with better ſacrifices then 
theſe. For Chriſt is not entred into the holy places made 
with hands, which are the figures of the true, but into 
heaven itſelf, now to appear in the preſence of God for us ; 
nor yet that he ſhould offer himſelf often, as the high prieſt 
entreth into the holy place every year with bloud of others : 
for then muſt he often have ſuffered fince the foundation of 
the world 3 but now once in the end of the world hath he 
appeared to put away fin by the ſacrifice of himſelf, And 
2s it is appointed unto men once to die, but after this the 
judgement : {o Chriſt was once offered to bear the fins of 
many 3 and unto them that look for him, ſhall he appear the 
ſecond time without fin unto ſalvation, 


The Goſpel. $, Luke 22. 1, 


Ow the feaſt of unleavened bread drew nigh , which 

is called the paſſover, And the chief prieſts, and 
{cribes ſought how they might Kill him; for they feared the 
people. Then entred Satan into Judas ſurnamed Iſcarior, 
being of the number of the twelve. And he went his way,and 
communed with the cbief prieſts, and captains , how he 
might betray him unto them, And they were glad, and co- 
venanted to give him money, And he promiſed, and ſoughr 
opportunity to betray him unto them , in the abſence of the 
mulcitude, Then came the day of unleavened bread , when 
the paſſover muſt be killed, And he ſent Peter and John, 
laying , Go and prepare us the paſſover » that we may __ 
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And they (aid unto him, Where wilt thou that we prepare ? 
And he laid unto them, Behold, when ye are entred into the 
city, there ſhall a man meer you bearing a pitcher of water, 
follow bim into the houſe where heentreth in, And ye 
ſhall ſay unto the good-man of the houſe, The maſter ſaith 
unto thee , Where is the gueft-chamber, where I ſhall ear 
the paſſover with my diſciples? And he ſhall ſhew you a 
large upper room furniſhed ; there make ready. And they 
went, and found as he had ſaid unto them: and they made 
ready the paſſover. And when the hour was come, he ſat 
down, and the twelve apoſtles with him. And he ſaid unto 
them, Wirth defire I have defared to eat this paſſover with 
you before I ſuffer, For I ſay unto you, I will not any more 
eat thereof, until ic be fulfilled in the kingdom of God, 
And he took the cup, and gave thanks, and ſaid, Take this, 
and divide ic among your ſelyes, For I ſay unto you, I 
will not drink of the fruit of the vine, until the kingdom 
of God ſhall come, And he took bread, and gaye thanks, 
and brake it, and gave unto them, ſaying, This is my body 
which is given for you, this do in remembrance of me, 
Likewiſe alſo the cup after ſupper, ſaying, This cup is the 
New Teſtament in my bloud, which is ſhed for you, 
Bur behold, the hand of him that betrayeth me, is with 
me on the table. And truly the Son of man goeth as it was 
determined ;, but wo unto that man by whom he is be- 
trayed. And they began to enquire among themſelves, 
which of them it was that ſhould do this thing. And there 
was alſo ſtrife among them , which of them ſhould be ac- 
counted the greateſt, And he ſaid unto them, The kings 
of the Gentiles exerciſe lordſhip over them, and the 

that exerciſe authoriry on them, are called benefaQours, 
But ye ſhall not be ſo z bur he that is greateſt among you, 
let him be as the younger ; and he that is chief, as he thar 
doth ſerve. For whether 1s greater, he that ſitteth at mear, 
or he that (erveth ? is not he that ficreth at meat? But I 
am among you as he that ſerveth, Ye are they which have 
continued with me in my temptations, And I appoint unto 
you a kingdom, as my Father bath appointed unto me ; 
that ye mayeat and drink at my table in my kingdom, and 
fit on thrones, judging the twelve tribes of Iſrael, And 
the Lord ſaid, Simon, Simon, behold, Satan hath deſired 
to bave you, that he may fift you as wheat : But I have 
prayed for thee, that thy faith fail not ; and when thou 
art converted, ſtrengthen thy brethren, And he ſaid unto 
him, Lord, I am ready to go with thee both into priſon 
and to death. And he ſaid, I tell thee, Peter, the cock 
ſhall not crow this day, before that thou ſhalt thrice deny 
that thou Kknoweſt me, And he ſaid unto them, When I 
ſent 
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fent you without purſe, and ſcrip, and ſhoes, lacked ye 
any thing ? And they ſaid, Nothing, Then ſaid he unto 


them, But now he that hath a purſe, let him rake ir, and . 


likewiſe his ſcrip : and he that hath no ſword, let him 
{ell his garment, and buy one, For I ſay unto you, that 
this that 1s written, muſt yet be accomplithed in me, And 
he was reckoned among the tranſgreſſours : for the things 
concerning me have an end, And they ſaid, Lord, behold, 
here are two ſwords, And he ſaid unto them, Ir is enough, 
And he came out, and went, as he was wont, to the mount 
of Olives, and his diſciples alſo followed him, And when 
he was art the place, he ſaid unto them, Pray, that ye enter 
not into temptation, And he was withdrawn from them 
about a ſtones caſt, and kneeled down, and prayed, ſaying, 
Father, if thou be willing, remove this cup from me : 
nevertheleſs, not my will, but thine be done, And there 
appeared an angel unto him from heaven, ſtrengthening him. 
And being in an agony, he prayed more earneſtly ; and his 
ſweat was as it were great drops of bloud falling down to 
the ground. And when he roſe up from prayer, and was 
come to his diſciples, he found them fleeping for ſorrow, 
and ſaid unto them, Why ſleep ye ? riſe and pray, leſt ye 
enter into temptation, And while he yer ſpake , behold, 
a multitude , and he that was called Judas, one of the 
rwelve, went before them, and drew near unto Jeſus to 
kiſs him. But Jeſus ſaid unto him, Judas, betrayeſt thoy the 
Son of man with a kiſs? When they who were about him 
ſaw what would follow, they ſaid unto bim, Lord, fhall we 
ſmite with the ſword ? And one of them ſmote the ſervant 
of the high prieſt , and cur off his right ear. And Jeſus 
anſwered and ſaid, Suffer ye thus far, And he touched his 
ear and healed bim, Then Jeſus ſaid unto the chief priefts 
and captains of the temple, and the elders who were come 
to him, Be ye come out as againſt a thief, with ſwords and 
Raves ? When I was daily with you in the temple, ye 
ſrerched forth no hands againſt me : but this is your hour 
and the power of darkneſs. Then took they him, and led 
him, and brought him into the high prieſts houſe, and 
Peter followed afar off, And when they had kin&led a fire 
in the midſt of the hall, and were ſet down together, 
Peter fat down among them. But a certain maid be- 
held him, as he ſar by the fire, and earneſtly looked up- 
on him, and ſaid, This man was alſo with him, And he 
denied him, ſaying, Woman, I know him not, And after 
a little while another ſaw him, and ſaid, Thoy art alſo of 
them, And Peter ſaid, Man, I am not. And about the 
ſpace of one hour after, another confidently affirmed, ſay- 
ing, Ofa truth this fellow alſo was with him ; for be is a 
Galilean, 
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Thurſday before Eaſter. 


Galilean, And Perer ſaid, Man,I know not what thou aye, 
And immediately while he yer ſpake, the cock crew. And 
the Lord turned , and looked upon Peter ; and Peter re- 
membred the word ef the Lord, how he had ſaid unto him, 
|Before the cock crow, thou ſhalt deny me thrice, And Peter 
went out and wept bitterly, And the men that held Jeſus 


mocked. him, and ſmore him. And when they bad blind- 


'folded him, they ſtruck him on the face, and asked him, 
ſaying, Prophehe, who is it that (mote thee? and many 
other things blaſpemouſly ſpake they againſt him, And as 
ſaon as it was day , the elders of the people, and the chicf 
prieſts, and the ſcribes came together , and led him into 
their .councel, ſaying, Art thou the Chriſt ? tell us, And he 
ſgjd unto them, IF I rell you, you will not believe. And if 
I alſo ask you, you will not anſwer me, nor let me go. Here- 
after {hall che Son of man fit on the right hand of the power 
of God, Then ſaid they all, Art thou then the Son of God ?

For 
firſt of all, when ye come together in the Church , I hear 
that there be diviſions among you , and I wp believe ir, 
For there muſt be alſo herefies among you,that they who are 
approved may be made manifeſt among you, When ye come 
together therefore into one place,this is not to eat the Lords 
ſupper: For in eating,every one taketh before other his own 
ſupper ; and one is hungry, and another is drunken, Whar, 
kave ye not houſes to eat and to drink in ? or deſpiſe ye the 
Church of God, and ſhame them that bave not > What ſhall 
I ſay to you ? ſhall I praiſe you in this ? I praiſe you not : 
For I have received of the Lord that which alſo I delivered 
unto you, that the Lord Jeſus, the ſame night in which 
he was betrayed , took bread ; and when he had piven 
thanks, he brake it, and ſaid, Take, cat, this is my body, 
which is. broken for you : this do in remembrance of me. 
Afﬀer the ſame manner ajſo he rook the cup when he had 
ſupped,faying, This cup is the new Teſtament in my bloud : 
this do.ye.as oft as ye drink it, in remembrance of me, For 
s often as ye. eat this bread , ,and dripk this cup , ye do 
4 e Lords death till he come, Wherefore, whoſoever 
all ,cat thjs bread, and drink this. cup of the Lord 
body and bloud of the 
_ Lord, 
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Thurſday before Faſter. 


Lord, But let a man examine himſelf, and ſo let him eat of 
that bread, and drink of that cup, For he that eareth and 
drinketh unworthily , eateth and drinketh damnation to 
himſelf, not diſcerning the Lords body. For this cauſe many 
are weak and ſickly among you, and many ſleep, For if we 
would judge our (elves, we ſhould nor be judged, Bur when 
we are judged, we are chaſtned of the Lord, that we ſhould 
not be condemned with the world, Wherefore, my brethren, 
when ye come together to eat, tarry one for another, And 
if any man bunger, let him eat at home gz that ye come not 
together unto condemnation. And the reſt will I ſet in 
order when I come, 
The Geſpel. S. Luke 23. 1. 
He whole multitude of them aroſe , and led him unto 
Pilate, And they began to accuſe him, ſaying, We 
found this fellow perverting the nation, and forbidding to 
give tribure to Ceſar, ſaying, that he himſelf is Chriſt a 
King. And Pilate asked him, ſaying, Art thou the king of 
the Jews > And he anſwered him, and ſaid, Thou ſayeſt ir. 
Then ſaid Pilate to the chief prieſts, and to the people, I 
find no fault in this man. And they were the more fierce, 
ſaying, He ſtirreth up the people, reaching throughout all 
Jewry, beginning from Galilee to this place. When Pilate 
heard of Galilee, he asked whether the man were a Gali- 
lean. And as ſoon as he knew that he belonged unto Herods 
jurifdiion , he ſent him to Herod, who himſelf was alſo 
at Jeruſalem at that time. And when Herod ſaw Jeſus, he 
was exceeding glad , for he wat defirous to ſee him of a 
long ſealon , becauſe he had heard many things of him, and 
he hoped to have ſeen ſome miracle done by him. Then 
he queſtioned with him in 'many words z but he anſwered 
him nothing. And the chief prieſts and ſcribes ſtood and 
vehemently accuſed him, And Herod with his men of war 
{er him at nought, and mocked him, and arayed him in a 
gorgeous robe, and ſent him again to Pilate, And the ſame 
day Pilate and Herod were made friends together ; for 
betore they were at enmity between themſelves. And Pilate 
when he had called rogether the chief prieſts, and the rulers, 
and the' people, ſajd untothem, Ye have brought this man 
anto me, as one thar perverteth the people, and behold , I 
having examined him before you , have found no fault in 
this man touching thoſe things whereof ye accuſe him : No, 
nor yet Herod: for I ſent you to him, and lo, nothing 
worthy of death js done unto him. I will therefore chaſtiſe 
him, and releaſe him, For of neceſſity he muſt releaſe one 
unto them at the fea, And they. cried. out all at once, 
ſaying, Away with this man, and releaſe unto us Barabbas : 
( whe for a certai;g fedition made in the city,, and for 
gp" murder 
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murder was caſt in priſon) Pilate therefore willing to re- 
leaſe Jeſus, ſpake again ro them, Burt they cried, ſaying, 
Crucifhe him, crucifie him, And he ſaid unto them the 
third time, Why, what evil hath he done? I have found no 
cauſe of death in him : I will therefore chaſtiſe bim, and ler 
himgo. And they were inſtant with load voices, requiring 
thar he might be crucified : And the voices of them and of 
the chief prieſts prevailed, And Pilate gave ſentence, thar 
it thould be as they required, And he releaſed unto them 
him that for ſedirion and murder was caſt into priſon, 
whom they had defired ; but he delivered Jeſus to their 
will. And as they led him away, they laid hold upon one 
Simon a Cyrenian, coming out of the countrey, and on him 
they laid the croſs, that he might bear it after Jeſus. And 
there followed him a great company of people, and of 
women, who alſo bewailed and lamented him. But Jeſus 
rurning unto them, ſaid, Daughters of Jeruſalem , weep 
not for me, but weep for your ſelves, and for your children, 
For behold, the days are coming, inwhich they ſhall ſay, 
Bleſſed are the barren, and the wombs that never bare, 
and the paps which never gave ſuck. Then ſhall they begin 
to ſay to the mountains, Fall on us ; and to the hills, Cover 
us. For if they do theſe things in a green tree, whar ſhall 
be done inthe dry ? And there were alſo two other male- 
faors led with him to be put to death. And when they 
were come to the place which is called Calyary, there they 
crucified him ; and the malefagors, one on the right hand, 
and the other-on the left, Then ſaid Jeſus, Father forgive 
them, for they know not what they do. And they parred 
his raiment, and caſt lots. And the people ſtood behol4. 
ing ; and the rulers alſo with them derided him, ſaying, 
He faved others, let him fave himſelf, if he be Chriſt the 
choſen of God. And the ſouldiers alſo mocked him, coming 
to him, and offexing him vineger, a nd ſaying, If thou be the 
king of the Jews, ſave thy ſelf. And a ſuperſcription alſe 
was written over him in letters of Greek, and Latine, and 
Hebrew, THIS 18S THE KING OF THE FEWS. 
And one of the malefaQors, which were hanged, railed on 
him, ſaying, If thou be Chriſt, ſave thy (elf, and us. Bur 
the other anſwering, rebuked him, ſaying, Doft, not thou 
fear Gad, ſecing thou art in the ſame condemnation? And 
we indeed juſtly ; for we receive the due reward of our 
deeds, but this man hath done nothing amiſs. And he ſaid 
unto Jeſus , Lord , remember me when thou comeſt into 
thy kingdom, And Jeſus ſaid unto him, Verily I ſay unto 
thee, To day ſhalt thou be with me in paradiſe, And ir 
was about the ſixth. hour, And there was a darkneſs over 
all rhe earth until the ninth hour. And the fun was ag" 
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ned, and the vail of the temple was rent in the midſt. And 
when Jeſus had cried with a loud voice, he ſaid, Father, 
into thy bands I commend my ſpirit :'and having ſaid, thus, 
he gave up the ghoſt. Now when the centurion ſaw whar 
was done , he glorified God, ſaying, certainly this was a 
rizhteous man. And all the. people that came together ro 
that fight, bebolding che things that were done , ſmote their 
breaſts and returned. And all his acquaintance , and the 
women that followed him from Galilee, ſtood afar off, be- 
holding theſe things.

By the which will we are ſanRified, through che offering of 
the body of Jeſug Chriſt once for all. And every, prieſt 
ſander daily miniſtring, and offering oftentimes the ſame 
facrifices which can never take away fins.

But Jeſus gave him no 
anſwer. Then faith Pilate unto him, Speakeſt thou nor 
unto me ? knoweſt thou not that I have power to crucifie 
thee , and have power to releaſe thee? Jeſus anſwered , 
Thou couldſt have «0 power at all againſt me,except it were 
given thee from above : therefore he that delivered me 
unto thee hath the greater fin, And from thenceforth Pilate 
fought ro releaſe him : but the Jews cried out, ſaying, If 
thou let this man go, thou arz not Ceſars friend : Whoſo- 
ever maketh himſelf a king, ſpeaketh againſt Ceſar. When 
Pilate therefore heard that ſayigg, be brought Jeſus forth, 
and fat down in the judgment.ſeat, in a place that is 
called the Payement, but in the Hebrew, Gabbathba. And it 
was the preparation of the paſſover, and about the fixth 
hour : and he ſaith ynto the | Behold, your king. But 
they cried out, Away with him, away with him, crucifie 
him, Pilate ſairh unto them, Shall Icrucifie your king ? 
The chief priefts anſwered, We have no king but Ceſar. 
Then delivered he him therefore unto them to be crucified: 
and they took Jeſus and led him away. And he _— his 
croſs, went forth into a place called, the place of a ſcull, 
which is called in the Hebrew , Golgotha : where they 
crucified him, and two other with him, on either fide one, 
and Jeſus in the midſt, And Pilate wrote a ticle, and put it 
on the croſs. And the writing was, FESUS OF NA» 
Z.ARETH THE KING OF THE FEWS. This 
title then read many of the Jews : for the place where 

eſus was crucified was nigh to the city : and it was written 
in Rebrew, and Greek, and Latine. Then ſaid the chief 

Tieſt of the Jews to Pilate, Write not, The king of the 
Jews 3 but that he (aid, T am-the king of the Jews, Pilate 
anſwered , What I have written, I have written, Then 
rhe ſouldiers when they had crucified Jeſus, rook his gar- 
«ments (and made four parts, to every ſouldier a part ) 
and alſo his coat : now the coat was without ſeam, woven 
from the top throughout. They ſaid therefore among them- 
ſelves, Let us not rend it, but caſt lots for it, whoſe it 
ſhall be : that the Scripture might be fulfilled, which ſaith, 
They parted my raiment among them , and for my veſture 
hey did caſt lots, Theſe things therefore the ſouldiers did. 
Now 
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Now there ſtood by the croſs of Jeſus, his mother and his 
mothers ſiſter, Mary the wife of Cleoptas, and Mary Mag. 
dalene. WhenſJeſus therefore ſaw his mother and the diſciple 
ſtanding by, whom he loved, he faith unto his mother, Wo- 
man, behold thy fon, Then ſaith he to the diſciple, Behold 
thy mother. And from that hour that diſciple took her un- 
to his own home. After this, Jeſus knowing that all things 
were now nnd, that the Scrip:ure might be fulfl- 
led, ſairh, I thirſt, Now there was ſe: a veſſel full of vine- 
per : and they filled a ſpunge wich vineger, and pur is upon 

yilop, and put it to his mouth. When Telus therefore had 
received the vineger, he ſaid, It is finiſhed : and he bowed 
his head, and gave up tht ghoſt, The Jews therefore, be- 
cauſe it was the preparation, that the bodies ſhould not re- 
main upon the croſs on the ſabbath-day (for that ſabbath= 
day was an high day) beſoughr Pilate that their legs might 
be broken, and that they might be taken away, Then came 
the ſouldiers, and brake the legs of the firſt, and of the 
other which was crucified with him, Burt when they came 
to Jeſus, and ſaw that he was dead already, they brake- not 
his legs, But one of the ſoyldiers with a ſpear pierced his 
fide, and forthwich came there out bloud and water, And 
he tha ſaw it bare record, and his record is true : and he 
knoweth that he ſaith true, that ye might belieye, For theſe 
things were done, that the Scripture ſhould be fulfilled, A 
bone of him ſhall not be broken. - And again, another 
Scripture ſaith, They ſhall look on him whom they pierced,

And they beckned unto their partners which were in the 
other ſhip, that they ſhould come and help them. And they 
came and fill:d both the ſhips , ſo that they began to fink, 
When Simon Peter ſaw it, be fell down at Jeſus knees, 
ſaying, Depart from me, for'I am a ſinful man, O Lord, 
For he was aſtoniſhed, and all that were wi:h him, at the 
draught of the fiſhes which they had taken : and ſo was 
alſo ſames, and John, the fons of Zebedee, who were part- 
ners with Simon, And Jeſus ſaid unto Simon, Pear not, 
from henceforth thou ſhalt carch men. And when they had 
brought their ſhips ro land, they torſook all, and followed

Nevertheleſs, let every one of you in particular ſo love his 
wife, even-as-himſelf.

Likewiſe the ſame Saint Paul writing to the Colofſſhans, 
ſpeaketh thus to all men that are married, Husbands, love 
your wives, and be nor bitter-againſt them, Col. 3, 19. 

Hear alſo what Saint Peter the Apoſtle of Chriſt, who was 
himſelf a marrie& mari, faith unto them that are married, 
Ye husbands, dwell with your wives according to know- 
ledge, giving honour unto the wife, as unto the weaker veſ- 
ſel, and as being heirs together of the grace of life , that 
your prayers be not hindred; 1 $.
